Teen drug 
problem 
on the rise

Health team 
wants help 
educating teens 
and parents

Doctors in town are asking 
for help in reaching out to 
teens and their parents about 
a growing drug problem. 

Maria Bau Coote, a town 
councilor and executive 
director of the town’s family 
health team, was asked by 
health team doctors to seek 
assistance in educating resi¬ 
dents about the perils of pre¬ 
scription pain killers in the 
hands of teens, especially 
oxycontin. 

She recently spoke to the 
NOTL Community Policing 
Committee, which has dealt 
with teen drug use in the past, 
but not prescriptions pain 
killers. 

It’s not just an NOTL prob¬ 
lem, she stresses, but one that 
has been seen across the 
region, the province and even 
the country, as more and 
more teens turn to their par¬ 
ents' and grandparents’ med¬ 
icine cabinets as a source of 
drugs that will produce a 
euphoric high.

NOTL teens 'are not immune' from growing problem 


James McQueen, the full¬ 
time social worker with the 
local health team, agrees 
that it's not just a local prob¬ 
lem. But with a background 
that includes working with 
people across the region suf¬ 
fering from mental health 
problems and substance 
abuse, he says parents need 
to know that NOTL teens are 
“not immune from these 
kinds of issues." 

A province-wide study 
conducted every two years 
among Ontario high school 
students shows that in 2009, 


cent of students had tried 
opiate-based prescription 
drugs, and of those, almost 
75 per cent had obtained the 
drugs from home. 

These pain killers are 
“totally safe and appropri¬ 
ate” when used as pre¬ 
scribed, stresses McQueen. 

Teens—and their par¬ 
ents—may understand the 
danger of illegal street drugs, 
but not realize that the ones 
found in medicine cabinets 
can be just as dangerous. 

Qxycontin and other opi¬ 
ate pain killers have a high 
risk of creating a physical 
dependency as the body 
adjusts to the medication, 
and users will acquire a tol¬ 
erance that creates a need 


for more, similar to nicotine, 
alcohol and caffeine, says 
McQueen. 

The risk of an overdose 
increases when taken along 
with other depressants, such 
as alcohol, and can lead to 
brain damage or death. 

When teens run out of a 
supply from home, oxycon- 
tin can be very expensive to 
obtain, says McQueen— 
from $40 to $75 a tablet- 
leading to criminal activity. 

Symptoms of addiction to 
the drug could range from 
the person becoming argu¬ 
mentative, a personality 
change, falling grades, job 
loss, and engaging in crimi¬ 
nal behaviour.

include flu-like aches and 
pains, nausea and sweating. 

Although methadone can 
help, time in a detox centre 
is often required, he said. 

Educating parents about 
the dangers of prescription 
pain killers when taken by 
their teens is an important 
first step, says McQueen— 
especially given the fact that 
the majority of teens are 
looking to their own homes 

"It’s up to parents to be 
alert and educate themselves 
about these drugs and what 
is in their medicine cabinet 
that can be abused.”

Councillors have agreed 
that the Town should look at 
an evaluation process to 
choose a company to pro¬ 
vide transit services. 

They have also agreed 
that the Town should spend 
up to $18,000 on its next 
step—hiring a consulting 
company to help with the 
process. 

The Town was criticized 
tor the handling of its 2009 
request for proposals to 
operate the Heritage Shuttle 
from the Fort George park¬ 
ing lot to the Court House, 
says the report prepared by 
public works director Ewald 
Kuczera and presented to 
councillors Monday. 

The Town awarded the 
$160,000 contract to 5-0 Taxi, 
but Niagara Classic Cabs, 
which at the time was pro¬ 
viding a community shutde 


and bid on the heritage 
shuttle, openly criticized the 
Town for not fairly evaluat¬ 
ing the two bids. 

With the heritage shuttle 
contract expiring at the end 
of the year and the business 
and town-sponsored 
Community Shuttle for 
seniors and students to run 
out of funding also at the 
end of the year, the request 
for proposals will be to pro¬ 
vide both services and could 
include a link to the inter¬ 
municipal pilot project 
undertaken by the region, 
should it agree to a stop in 
NOTL. 

NOTL taxpayers are con¬ 
tributing $91,4000 to the 
region this year for the inter¬ 
municipal buses which do 
not stop in town, and that is 
expected to increase to 
$182,800 for 2012. 

The Heritage Shuttle is 
operated without charge, 
funded by parking revenues. 

The subsidy required to 
operate the Community 
Shutde is $60,000, and has 
been partly funded by local 
businesses with a $10,000 
contribution from the Town. 

Without a link to an inter¬ 
municipal service, the com¬ 


munity shutde, which serves 
only seniors 65 and older, 
those with mobility impair¬ 
ment and youth under 18 
years of age, has been filling 
in by taking residents out¬ 
side the town's boundaries,

The report and recom¬ 
mendation, approved by the 
public works committee

The town, said Kuczera's 
report, "should be wary of 
initiating a process that is 
not well thought-out. Town 
staff admittedly has limited 
exposure to negotiating 
transit contracts as complex 
and fraught with unknowns 
as may be found here." 


The Town could use the 
help of some experts in the 
competitive bidding process 
and the evaluation of those 
bids, he said.

Reader isn't 
ready for time- 
of-use billing 

My recent hydro bill 
included a colourful 
insertion headed by a 
remarkable question: “Are 
you ready to move to 
Hme-of-Use" electric 
rates?" Clearly the query 
denotes a desire for 
response, yet no opportu¬ 
nity was provided. There 
was no signature, or 
address indicating a 
meaningful direction for 
correspondence—only the 
corporate identification: 
NOTL HYDRO. 

This was disconcert¬ 
ing, as a question that 
serious should be 
answered, especially 
given the mass mailing 
involved. As there are 
probably a few others 
who share my concerns, I 
shall, therefore, endeav¬ 
our to answer by the most 
appropriate means: the 
local newspaper. 

Am I ready? Well, no, 
actually, I don’t think I 
am. I’ve tried to conserve: 
bought a new fridge, 
freezer and dryer, and 
updated the old air con¬ 
ditioner. I’ve even experi¬ 
mented with fluorescent 
replacements for incan¬ 
descent bulbs, despite the 
lunacy of this idea 
(between costs, dangers, 
and a lack of any accept¬ 
able method of disposal 
and recycling, not to 
mention aesthetic degra¬ 
dation). 

But now I’m supposed 
to change my very life¬ 
style: turn off my air con¬ 


ditioner during the hot¬ 
test hours of the day and 
do my laundry and cook¬ 
ing at night. This new reg¬ 
imen is to be enforced by 
increased rates, giving me 
the “opportunity” to 
“save.” Surely this 
couldn't be yet one more 
ploy to raise taxes, dis¬ 
guised as poorly as the 
health “premium” on our 
annual tax bill.

And now 
we are somehow the cul¬ 
prits. It is we who have 
caused the shortages and 
damaged the environ- 

No mention of corpo¬ 
rate skyscrapers with 
every floor lit all night 
long, or the sale of 
Ontario Hydro to a group 
of profit seeking private 
businesses, or the abrupt 
closing of reliable, coal 
fired generators rather 
than seeking methods to 
clean up emissions, or 
flights to Muskoka on 
hydro helicopters by 
overpaid CEO’s—no, just 
the little guy, who dares 
to use electricity in the 
daytime, to live better 
electrically.

Facile argument 
ignore concerns 

I was surprised to read 
Penny Coles’ endorsement 
of the Randwood develop¬ 
ment (Niagara Advance, 
Oct. 20), on the basis of 
facile argumentation that 
completely ignores neigh¬ 
bours’ concerns. 

Her case is based on the 
old bugaboo that “it could 
be a lot worse” (think oil 
refineries!), but in fact 
there are a number of 
alternatives—one of them 
a boutique hotel. 

The proposed develop¬ 
ment is not the only way of 
saving the original build¬ 
ings. 

The minor changes to 
the development plan 
have been cosmetic, and 
do not address neigh¬ 
bours’ concerns. Three are 
particularly important, 
and need to be considered 
seriously in any decision: 
traffic congestion and pol¬ 
lution on John St., which 
an already-approved con¬ 
ference centre at the Pillar 
and Post will add to con¬ 
siderably; noise from the 
events pavilion, which a 
hedge or two will not miti¬ 
gate; and flooding of One- 
Mile Creek, worsened by 
run off caused by addition¬ 
al paving and buildings. 

Town council’s job is to 
evaluate the various com¬ 
plicated factors before 
deciding on whether a 
zoning change is consis¬ 
tent with the town plan. 
Penny Coles’ opinion does 
not offer any convincing 
reasons for making that 
zoning change.

What about 
traffic, noise? 

This letter is in response 
to your editorial on the 
Romance Inn proposal

will be more extensive, will 
produce more traffic, more 
noise, and put more trees 
at risk. 

I am not accusing you 
of being naive, but rather 
would suggest that you are 
remiss in not investigating 
this further before offering 
an opinion. The opinion 
you gave seems to be 
based on assumptions that 
are at best questionable. 

Your editorial did not 
indicate whether you actu¬ 
ally toured the Randwood 
Estate property yourself, or 
whether you used the 
information supplied you 
by the proponent and oth- 

Ifyou did actually visit 
the property, it would only 
be appropriate if you also 
visited the adjacent prop¬ 
erties and talked to those 
residents about the poten¬ 
tial affect on them. 
Especially since, as you 
say, you don’t live in the 
area. You feel that if the 
buildings are elegant, 
tasteful, and partially 
screened by boxhedges, 
they should be acceptable 
to neighbours. 

What about the traffic, 
noise, etc., created by a 
100 room hotel, 200 seat 
restaurant, conference 
facility, etc., and its affect 


on the neighbourhood? Do 
you honesdy believe that 
boxhedges will block the 
noise of traffic and service 
vehicles, weddings, recep¬ 
tions, and other events? 

You claim that if this 
proposal fails then the 
existing homes would 
need to be torn down. I 
guess you do not realize 
that these are heritage 
homes. Or are you suggest¬ 
ing that Trisha Romance 
would be prepared to tear 
down heritage buildings? 
Could you perhaps instead 
imagine these existing 
homes as being just two of 
several homes on execu¬ 
tive estate size lots? Has 
anyone considered this as 
an alternative for the 
development of this prop¬ 
erty? Who knows just what 
other alternatives may or 
may not have been consid¬ 
ered for this property. No 
one except the proponents 
of this development have 
said that other options 
have been explored, and 
claim this is the best alter¬ 
native for this property. 
Your opinion that the 
alternative of townhomes 
and condos would be a 
bad one, may also have 
not been well thought out. 

The fairly recent town- 
home development of 
King’s Court, and the earli¬ 
er one of Shaw’s Lane are 
excellent examples of just 
how positive such devel¬ 
opments can be and have 
been to the neighbour- 

Do you believe, even for 
a minute, that a housing 
development equivalent to 
Christopher Street and 
Weatherstone Court com¬ 
bined, would generate the 
traffic and noise of a large 
commercial complex? If 
you truly believe that this 


is the case, then perhaps 
you really are naive. 

Lastly, you state that 
"we have to put some faith 
in in the current owners 
who are also neighbours’! 
Let me remind you that 
the Petersons are on 
record of opposing a 
request by the prior owner 
of the Randwood Estate to 
have the zoning amended. 
Why then do they think 
their even bigger proposal 
and zoning request is 
valid? 

This was asked of the 
owner but not responded 
to at the public informa¬ 
tion sessions. I believe the 
Petersons have in the past 
expressed concern that the 
noise from the School of 
Philosophy was sometimes 
excessive and disruptive to 
the neighbourhood. Surely 
the quietest time that 
would result from the 
Romance Inn project, is 
likely to be much louder 
than the loudest times at 
the School of Philosophy. 
Given all this, it is difficult 
to understand why you 
would say we shordd have 
faith in the current owners. 

The criteria required in 
order to override the 
Official Plan and allow the 
residential property to be 
zoned commercial 
includes: 

1. There must be an 
established need for such 
a development. 

And 

2. There is an over¬ 
whelming benefit to the 
town of such a develop- 

Neither of these criteria 
is being satisfied by this 
proposal, and therefore 
should be rejected.

Standing on Line 2 just 
behind Crossroads rear 
entrance, Donna Finnie 
stands every day making 
sure students cross safely. 

She will guard the cross¬ 
ing for the school year to 
make sure students make it 
to their classrooms. 

She has been a crossing 
guard in Virgil for the last 11 
years and it's a job she "abso¬ 
lutely loves." 

Finnie says her job is 
important, especially at the 


back of the school because 
there are no sidewalks and 
there are many cars, buses 
and children in the area. 

"In the morning there are 
not as many kids, but it's a lot 
busier at the end of the day." 

Finnie says she helps 
between 100 to 200 kids cross 
Line 2 every day. 

When Crossroads was 
about to be completed, tem¬ 
porary crossing guards were 
stationed at intersections 
where the largest volume of 
students would travel.

her duties at the rear 
entrance of the school, at 
least for this year, because 
it's not designed to handle 
large amounts of pedestrian 
traffic and is where a major¬ 
ity of students cross to enter 
the school.

To address the students' 
safety, councillors voted to 
authorize the installation of a 
school cross near the school's 
rear entrance with a connect¬ 
ing sidewalk.

And while it may be 
impossible to completely 
prevent the thefts, vehicle 
owners can certainly take 
steps to protect them¬ 
selves and make it harder 
for potential thieves. 

The Lock it or Lose it 
program is a joint effort 
of the community polic¬ 


ing committee, the 
Niagara Regional Police 
and the Insurance Bureau 
of Canada, intended to 
encourage drivers to take 
a few simple precautions 
to protect their vehicles 
and contents from theft. 

The flyer also reminds 
drivers not to leave their 
vehicles running while 
they run errands, and not 
to leave spare keys where 


you think thieves won't 
find them—they will. 

Half of all vehicles sto¬ 
len are used to commit 
another crime, often 
chopped for parts or 
exported to he sold in 
another country—and 
thieves will take advan¬ 
tage of an owner's negli¬ 
gence by grabbing the 
first vehicle they find 
unlocked.

• Make sure that chil¬ 
dren know how to call 
9-1-1 or their local emer¬ 
gency number if they 
experience an emergen¬ 
cy. 

• Teach children to 
stop, drop and roll should 
their clothing catch fire: 
Stop immediately, drop 
to the ground, cover your 
face with your hands and 
roll over and over to extin¬ 
guish the flames. 

• Consider using only 
battery-powered lights or 
chemical light sticks in 
decorations. 

• Small battery-pow¬ 


ered lights are the safest 
for use in jack-o-lanterns. 

• If you use a candle, 
try a tea light or votive 
candle in a non-combus¬ 
tible holder. 

• Always keep candles, 
matches and lighters out 
of reach of children. 

• Place candle-lit jack- 
o-lantems on sturdy sur¬ 
faces, away from anything 
that can burn, such as 
curtains and Halloween 
costumes. 

• Keep decorations 
such as cornstalks and 
bales of hay away from 
candle-lit jack-o-lan- 

• Ensure that electrical 
outlets are not overload¬ 
ed with holiday lighting 
or special effects. 

• Check that the bat¬ 
teries in your smoke 
alarms work.
